| 3 Kingdoms. By the making of which laid Commodity at home, although the benefit 
accruing in general to Dur whole Realm is great, and the Encouragement that thereby is given to 
Shipping and Navigation very conſiderable, beſides the increaſe that by means thereof is bzought to 
Our Revenue ; pet neverthelels having erperienced, that unleſs a reſtraint be laid upon the Impoꝛ⸗ 
tation of Allome from abzoad, and the uſe thereof when it ſhall be bzought in inhibited, lo pzofitable 
and commodious a Manufacture cannot be upheld and maintained : We have therefoze thought ft 
(with the Advice of Our Pꝛivy Council) to uſe all honourable means fo the maintaining. of that 
Manufacture in this Our Kingdom: And do by this Our Pꝛoclamation( accoꝛding to the Example 
-of Our late Royal Father and Gꝛandkather) ſtraitly charge and command, That no perſoit oz perlons 
whatſoever, do hereafter impozt oꝛ bzing, oꝛ cauſe to be impoꝛted oꝛ bzought any Allome,o2 the Mine⸗ 
rals oꝛ Materials foꝛ the making thereof, into this Our Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, oz 
Town of Berwick upon Twede, upon pain of Our high Diſpleaſure, and ofthe loſs and fozfeiture gf 
all ſuch Allome, Minerals and Materiais which ſhall be ſo impozted, and to incur ſuch other penal⸗ 
ties and puniſhments as by the Laws and Statutes of this Our Realm, oꝛ otherwile may juſtly 
be inflicted on them koꝛ contempt oꝛ neglect of our Royal Command herein. And We do allo hereby 
ſtraifly charge and command all Our loving Subjects whatſoever , That they and every of them 
do hereafter wholly fozvear to buy, bargain foz, ſell, utter, oꝛ ſpend any of the ſaid Allome, Minerals 
02 Materials, upon pain of the ſeizure, loſs, and forfciture of the lame, and to be p2oceeded againſt 
as contenmers of Dur Will and Pleaſure herein declared. And we do hereby autho2ize and require 
all Mayozs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Bayliffs, Conſtables , and other Our Officers, 
Miniſters, and loving Subjects, That they and every of them, when, and ſo often as they oꝛ any of 
them ſhall be requeſted in that behalf, ve aiding and aſſiſting from time to time in the due execution of 
the pꝛemilles. And further, That all Dur Cuſtomers, Collecto2s, Farmers, Searchers, Waiters, 
and all other Our Officers and Miniſters in Dur Poꝛt of London, and all other Our P92ts, Havens, 
and Creeks within this Our Realm and Dominion of Wales, do from time to time take care to learch 
foꝛ, and ſeize as foꝛfeit to Our uſe all ſuch Allome, Minerals, oꝛ Materials as hall hereafter be im- 
poꝛted, conveyed, oꝛ bꝛought into any Dur laid Pozts, Harbours, oꝛ Creeks, contrary to the intent 


of theſe Pꝛelents: And this hall be their Warrant and diſcharge in that vehalf. 
Given at Our Court at Whitehall the 27* day of April, 1667. In the Nineteenth year of Our Reign.
